MAN'S  FIRST  DUTY 

Recently  I have  read  the  challenging  biogra- 
phy of  Corder  Catchpole  by  W.  R.  Hughes, 
and  I have  also  within  recent  weeks  come  into 
close  contact  with  many  individuals  and  groups 
who  have  displayed  a growing  concern  regard- 
ing the  avoidance  of  international  hostilities  and 
the  threat  of  nuclear  war.  Thesu  people  are 
unquestionably  sincere.  Many  of  them  are  not 
professing  Christians  and  have  no  religious  af- 
filiations, but  they  are  intelligent  and  thought- 
ful, and  are  seeking  feverishly  for  some  im- 
mediate course  of  action  to  fit  the  present  ur- 
gent situation.  These  combined  experiences 
have  made  me  aware,  once  again,  of  a need  to 
reappraise  my  own  convictions  and  beliefs,  and 
to  have  a clear  way  of  communicating  them. 

I find  that  I believe  that  man’s  first  duty  is 
to  know  God. 

The  usual  rejoinder  to  this  is  that  there  is  no 
time  for  that  and  we  must  act  at  once  to  “save 
man.”  But  this  only  brings  me  back  to  where 
I started— that  man’s  first  duty  is  to  know  God, 
for  I personally  do  not  believe  that  man  with- 
out God  can  save  man.  Only  in  seeking  to 
know  God  and  obeying  His  will  can  man  hope 
to  do  that.  Many  of  the  people  who  claim  they 
can  do  without  God  insist  that  all  we  need  is 
common  sense.  I do  not  question  the  validity 
of  common  sense,  but  I doubt  whether  a Chris- 
tian can  limit  himself  to  such  a measure.  Cer- 
tainly the  cross  was  not  the  outcome  of  com- 
mon sense.  And  leaving  out  God  automatically 
limits  our  conception  of  man  to  the  natural 
man,  whereas  to  a Christian  man  must  surely 
be  defined  as  a spiritual  being.  It  seems  to  me 


that  war  is  a physical  symptom  of  a spiritual 
malady,  and  to  treat  the  symptom  only  will  not 
cure  the  disease.  A wise  doctor  alleviates  the 
symptoms,  but  not  at  the  cost  of  neglecting  the 
basic  cause. 

It  would  seem,  then,  that  there  is  at  this 
time  a pressing  need  for  effort  at  more  than 
one  level.  In  our  concern  for  action  we  must, 
I think,  give  increased  attention  to  reflective 
thought  and  contemplation,  for  how  else  can 
we  differentiate  between  just  creaturely  busi- 
ness and  the  doing  of  the  will  of  God? 

And  so  I would  say,  not  in  spite  of,  but  be- 
cause of— the  urgency,  that  man’s  first  duty,  and 
only  hope,  is  to  know  God.

Entering 
Redlands  from  the  west,  continue  straight  on 
Colton  Avenue  rather  than  following  the  curve 
of  the  highway;  from  the  east,  turn  right  on 
Orange  Street  in  the  center  of  Redlands,  then 
right  onto  Colton  Avenue.

Registration:  The  registrar  is  Eubanks  Carsner. 
\ blank  will  be  provided  in  the  next  Bulletin;

My  Kids 

When  I began  this  Sunday  School  teaching 
last  fall,  a boy  gave  me  an  honest  but  surprising 
opinion:  “I’m  fed  up  with  this  old  stuff  like  the 
Bible.  Why  do  we  read  it  all  the  time?  Let’s  do 
something  else!”  He  might  have  been  a victim 
of  some  hyper-serious  teachers  who  firmly 
believe  the  Bible  is  the  only  book  that  should 
be  taught  in  such  a respectable  place  as  a Sun- 
day School.  I felt  sorry  for  him  and  the  rest 

So  I did  some  investigating  at  the  juvenile 
collection  of  the  University  of  Oregon.  I picked 
up  Delight  Ansley  s The  Good  Ways,  together 
with  several  Dr.  Dolittle  Books!  It  had  been  sug- 
gested I might  use  Florence  Fitch’s  One  God, 
but  in  this  I found  the  coverage  insufficient. 
Another  of  her  books,  They  Seach  for  God, 
deals  with  Oriental  religions.  Both  are  fine 
books  even  for  adults  to  read,  but  there  is  no 
mention  of  Islam.  Perhaps  she  will  write 
another  book  . . . 

To  be  able  to  do  physical  exercise  like  tree- 
climbing comes  very  handy  when  one  has  to 
take  care  of  little  rascals.  I have  thus  found  a 
degree  of  popularity  among  my  kids.  There 
used  to  be  a scaring  statement  of  mine,  “I’ll 
iudo  you!”,  but  unfortunately  kids  just  happen 
to  be  fond  of  being  swung  around,  so  my 
threatening  won’t  work  any  more!  . .

Recently  I have  had  two  more  in  class,  and 
this  gives  rise  to  a problem.  As  a rule,  a girl  of 
14  is  a boy  of  17,  but  this  one  is  about  21!  She 
appreciates  Don  Camillo!  Is  it  fair  to  have  such 
a girl  in  the  same  class  with  a boy  of  9 who 
would  rather  go  out  and  collect  minerals  or 
hunt  bugs— insects,  I mean!  . . 

“When  Buddha  was  kid  . .”  I said  once,  and 
there  was  a strong  protest.  They  think  I could 
be  a kid,  thoy  could  be  kids  but  a great  man 
like  Buddha  could  not  be!  I have  to  say,  “When 
he  was  a child  . . . And  so  on,  more  or  less 

smoothly,  with  occasional  trips  to  my  study  in 
the  Science  Building  at  the  University,  to  bend 
glass  tubing,  or  monkey  with  other  things  in 
the  freshman  physics  laboratory.  But  Buddha 


does  not  appeal  to  my  kids;  perhaps  because 
he  was  too  meek,  or  they  don’t  know  him  well 
enough.  Or  it  may  have  something  to  do  with 
the  public  school  education  they  get.  Chances 
are  the  grade  school  teachers  don’t  know  any 
better  than  their  pupils.  Well,  nobody  knows 
everything! 

They  want  something  fantastic,  not  “he  did 
this  and  that”  kind  of  old  stuff.  Often  they 
digress  and  discuss  space  travel  and  science 
fiction.  They  ask  me  all  sorts  of  questions,  be- 
cause a physics  major  really  should  know  every- 
thing about  all  this  new  atomic-age  business. 
Unfortunately  for  me,  I am  not  such  a one, 
nor  am  I interested  in  exotic  fuel  or  the  kind  of 
science  fiction  they  put  on  TV  to  fill  the  gap 
between  sometimes  embarrassing  commercials! 
What  do  the  kids  say  then,  when  I confess? 
“You  lack  imagination!” 

Frankly,  I like  them  this  way.  They  are  lov- 
able and  intelligent  enough  to  understand  how 
atomic  energy  should  be  used.  Indeed,  they 
think  “our  big  shots”  and  “their  big  shots” 
should  wise  up.  I have  no  intention  that  my 
class  degenerate  into  politics  and  all  the  mud- 
slinging,  but  this  may  be  unavoidable  for  my 
original  aim  was  to  broaden,  not  necessarily  to 
deepen,  their  interest.  At  this  tender  age,  I 
believe,  they  should  learn  as  many  things  as 
possible.  It  is,  therefore,  of  prime  importance 
that  they  learn  that  there  are  many  religions, 
that  although  some  may  appear  queer,  people 
all  strive  to  live  right  under  the  sun,  moon  and 
kaputnik,  and  that  God  is  uniquely  One.
